The Barque Enchanter Aliamloiii'd a 
Total Wreck -Not Ona Life was 
Lost. 

The British barque Wanloek, 711 
tons register, ('apt. Cooper master, an- 
chored in Ksquunalt harbor at ahoul 
one o'clock yesterday afternoon. She 
was about 111 days out from London, | 
with a general cargo for Welch, Kithet 
& Co., including a consignment of pow- 
der for the navy yard. 

('apt. Cooper says that he met with 
nothing but good weather to the Cape, 
around which ho had a fair passage. 
The favorable weather continued until 
the ship was in longitude 105 west, lati- 
tude 32 south, when the barque En- 
chanter was sighted, living a Hag of dis- 
tress, and dismantled. The wanloek 
it once hove to, and 'during t lie night 
(April Kith) succeeded in transferring to 
the Wanloek the crew of the dismantled 
vi ssel, fourteen in all, including the 
captain's wife and little daughter. 

Tin- -.lory of i he wreck of the En- 
chanter can best be told in the words of 
the captain.

"The Enchanter," said Capt. S. K. 
Scott master and owner of the ill- 
stnrred vessel, ton Colonist representa- 
tive last evening, "was an oak-built 
barque of 671 tons register.

Is it com- 
posed of persons on whoso minds intelli- 
gence is just beginning to dawn or "1 
people who from some cause or other 
have drifted into imbecility 1 Is there 
any hope that those who delight in 
those intellectual insipidities will 
over acquire a taste for well-flavored 
nutritions mental food. We almost in- 
cline to the opinion that they will never 
learn to like anything better of more 
wholesome. Their intellectual diges- 
tion must be too weakened to assimilate 
nourishment necessary to healthy and 
vigorous intellectual life. We did think 
that the novel was meat for babes in 
mental culture; that they both nour- 
ished and stimulated the youthful mind: 
that they awakened the desire for kmc,., 
ledgo, and that in due time they would 
make themselves unnecessary ; that the 
minds of their readers would outgrow 
them. And good novels have, we he 
lieve, this tendency. Hut it seems 
impossible that the class of novels ol 
which we aro writing — and it appears to 
be quite large — can have an effect in the 
slightest degree beneficial on the mind 
of any human creature. The) appeal 
to us to be utterly useless -books writ 
ten by fools for the use of hopeless im- 
beciles.
